Although 
such an estimate would presumably provide some reassessment of the pros- 
pects for a settlement, it would probably bo directed primarily at 
estimating the likelihood of serious trouble in the probable event that 
Pakistan's pro^Jected re-rJdaing of the issue at the UN Security Council 
this sunaner (and probably thereafter at the General Asswnbly) fails to 
produce any tangible results®

lurvsy of the situation might be justified in the light of the develop- 
ments of the last few months . Pakistan has scored a notable diplciaatic 
victory over India in inducir^ the UN to reaffirm its support of a 
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plobiecite in Kashmir despite India's objections o There have been some 
signs of reslAveness over ttie situation on the part of Azad Kashmir 
leadtmrsy tribesmenj and meanbers of the Pakistani military establishment o 
Since the Pakistan government’s projected efforts to pursue its case at 
the UN will almo st certainly fail to extract anv real con cessions from 
India, pressures for more direct action are likely to increase once the 
UK phase is over* Meanwhile, India, which is smarting and embarrassed 
over the diplomatic and presldgo setbacks it has suffered at Pakistan’s 
hands, msy be in a more truculent mood, especially in view of its fear 
that continued US military aid for Pakistan will destroy India’s mili- 
tary prepondwance over Pakistan*
